The new Locater of the Social Reg- 
ister, just issued, contains an inter- 
esting study of names as they are 
given ip the various Four Hundreds of 
the cities which have been listed. The 
Locater, which covers twenty-nine 
cities, contains the names of 95,648 
persons. Of these 50,752 are grouped 
as Mr. and Mrs, and 44,896 appear as 
single. 

ln New York's Four Hundred the 
Smiths lead, there being 166 in the 
aristocratic inclosure. The Browns 
come vext with 143, the Clarks third 
with ninety-one. Although less nu- 
merous, the Livingstons, with fifty- 
eight, are still typically of the me 
tropolis, there being only four Living- 
stons outside New York. Three are in 
St. Paul. and one 1s in Cincinnati. In 
Washington the name of Davis comes 
first, with twenty-three, and the Har- 
risons, Parkers and Smiths are sec.

Its rather 
large hands end in long, thin fingers, 
which are furnished ‘with pointed 
claws, The middle finger is of ex- 
treme slenderness, and is used as a 
kind of probe. 

No matter how long the aye-aye 
bears captivity, it never alters its hab- 
its, which are strictly nocturnal. For 
this reason its way of life is imper- 
fectly understood, and  spec'mens 
which from time to time have reach- 
ed the z00 have been seldom or never 
seen by visitors. lt is un extraordin- 
ary-looking beast, with its broad face 
and large uaked ears. Although its 
body is covered with a woolly under- 
coat, the outer fur is long and loose. 
The prevailing color of its hair is 
blackish brown. Its tail is bushy and 
of considerable length. 
or in pairs, the aye-aye passes the day 
asleep in a nest of its own construc- 
tion.—Pall Mall Gazette.

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REPORT ON 
CANADA’S CROP 


THE CROP BULLETIN GIVES 
ALBERTA FIRST PLACE 


Dominion Government’s Report on 
the Crops and Live Stock of Can- 
ada for April Gives Interesting 
Figures—Alberta Shows Better 
Than Any Other Part of Canada 
in Condition of Crops. 


Ottawa.—The bulletin of the census 
office recently issued makes the fol- 
lowing report on the crops and live 
stock of Canada: 

The seeding and growing season for 
the whole of Canada has opened late 
this year, and the month of April has 
been marked by hard frosts,.but May 
has been favorable to the cultivation 
of the lands and the rainfall has been 
sufficient for healthy vegetation. 

Fall wheat, which is grown chiefly 
in Ontario and Alberta showed an 
average condition of. 82 per cent. at 
the end of April, being 89 per cent. in 
Alberta and 81 per cent, in Ontario. 

For the whole of Canada the area 
winter killed is reported to be 21 per 
cent., and the present condition of the 
growing crop is 82 per cent. About 
12% per cent. of the clover was heav- 
ed out by spring frosts, and the aver- 
age condition of hay, and clover at the 
end of April was 89 per cent. 

Alberta shows better than any other 
part of Canada, its average being 94% 
per cent. Nova Scotia comes next 
with 92.55, and in Quebec, British Co- 
Jumbia and Saskatchewan the condi- 
tion is over 90. In Ontario it is 86 
and in Manitoba 85 per cent. ; 

The percentage of the total seeding 
completed at the end of April was 
21.35 per cent. in Quebec, 44 in On- 
tario, 47 in Manitoba, 47.30 in Sas- 
katchewan, 66.81 in Alberta, and 76.90 
in British Columbia. Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan had 70 per cent. of the 
proposed spring wheat sown at the 
end of April, and Alberta and British 
Columbia 80 per cent. 

The Maritime provinces had scarce- 
ly made a beginning of seeding opera- 
tions at the end of April, and in Que- 
bec barely qiy-fourh of the spring 
wheat, oats and barley were sown. 
In Ontario 51 per cent. of the spring 
wheat wasin the ground, 44 per cent. 
of oats and 4234 per cent. of barley. 

The report on the condition of live 
stock is good for all the provinces, be- 
ing 95 for horses, 92.43 for milch cows, 
90.56 for other cattle, 93.32 for sheep, 
and 94.51 for swine. Alberta is below 
90 for horses; Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta for milch cows; 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and 
British Columbia for other cattle, and 
Alberta and British Columbia for 
sheep, but generally the condition 
ranges about 90 per cent. 


Pure Bred Stock Coming West 

Toronto.—A car load. of pure bred 
cattle will shortly be sent to the 
Western provinces from Ontario. A. 
P. Westervelt, director of the live 
stock branch of the provincial de- 
partment of Agriculture expects to 
have received a sufficient number of 
applications within a week or ten 
days to fill a car. . 

Breeders in different parts of this 
province who have received orders 
from individual farmers scattered 
through the Western provinces made 
applications for reservations and when 
the department has a requested num- 
ber to fill a car the cattle are gather- 
ed and shipped from here with a man 
in charge. The purchasers share the 
cost of freight and the man’s wage.

It is a great nugget of gold, the larg- 
est ever found in the country. It 
weighs 285 ounces and is known as 
the “Roddie” nugget.

THE SUNDAY 
SCHOOL LESSON 


LESSON VIII.—SECOND QUARTER, 
FOR MAY 21, 1911 


Text of the Lesson, Isa. v, I-12—Mem- 
ory Verse, 11—Golden Text, Isa. v, 
22—Commentary Prepared by Rev. 
D. M. Stearns. 


Our lesson title, “Song of the Vine- 
yard,” must be considered in the light 
of the first verse, ‘‘A song of my be- 
loved touching his vineyard.” In 
Ezek. xv we learn that the only use of 
the vine is to bear fruit, and, failing 
in that, it is good for nothing. In 
John xv we learn that fruitless 
branches are gathered by men and 
burned, liké the salt which has no 
savor and is good for nothing but to 
be trodden underfoot of men (Matt. 
v. 18). 

Verse 7 of our lesson tells us that the 
house of Israel is the Lord’s vineyard 
here referred to and the men of Judah 
His pleasant plant, but instead of 
producing the desired fruit they were 
yielding only wild grapes, described in 
the sixfold woe of the chapter and in 
Hos. x. 1, as an empty vine bringing 
forth fruit unto himself. According 
to the six woes, they were mighty to 
drink wine, enjoy pleasures, gather 
property, call things by their wrong 
names and sin. 

He ‘brought them out of Egypt, cast 
out the nations before them and plant- 
ed them in a good land, but because 
of their sin He had to turn His face 
from them, and their only hope was 
in the man of His right hand, the son 


of man strong for God (Ps. 1xxx, 
8-19). According to our lesson, He 
had done everything for them that 


could be done for a vineyard, but as 
in the parable of Matt. xxi, 33-41, they 
beat and killed His servants and 
even the heir to the vineyard also. 
According to our lesson chapter, they 
regard not the work of the Lord nor 
consider he operation of His hands, 
but cast away the law of the Lord of 
hosts and despised the word of the 
Holy One of Israel (verses 12-24), 

His pitiful ery over them is always 
the same, whether through the proph- 
ets or through His Son. “I am the 
Lord thy God, who brought thee out 
of the land of Egypt. Open thy mouth 
wide and T will fill it, but My people 
would not hearken to My voice, and 
Israel would none of Me’”’ (Ps. 1xxxi, 
10, 11). *‘O Jerusalem, Jerusalem *°* 
how often would I have gathered thy 
children together, even as a hen gath- 
ereth her ehickens under her wings, 
and ye would not” (Matt. xxiii, 37). 
Such unbelieving people who turn 
away from God and His word are said 
to be “drunken, but not with wine; 
they stagger, but not with strong 
drink” (Isa, xxix, 9). 

It is most interesting to note that in 
the chapter following our lesson chap- 
ter we have a vision of the earth filled 
with the glory of the Lord. Compare 
verses 11, 12 and 22 with chapter vi, 3. 
Better say contrast the drunkenness 
with the glory. Then note the same 
contrast in Hab. ii, 14, 15, and Eph. 
v, 18, and observe that at Pentecost 
spirit filled people were said to be full 
of new wine (Acts ii, 4-13). There is 
no remedy for self righteous, self 
pleasing, unbelieving people, but such 
a sight of Jesus Christ dying for their 
sins as will break their hard hearts 
and lead them to ery, ‘God, be merci- 
ful to me, a sinner.’’ One cannot do 
this for another, but He who said “I 
am the true vine’ said also concern-

By the word of God and the spirit of 
God we must first be saved and then 
by the same word and spirit abide 
and bear fruit. The question of verse 
4, “What could have been done mare 
to My vineyard that I have not done 
in it?” suggests the question for every 
sinner, drunken or sober, for all have 
sinned and all are guilty (Rom, iii, 
19).

, FAMOUS EXITS, 


How Great Statesmen Have Left the 
Scene of Activities. 


When, some weeks ago, Mr. Cham- 
berlain entered the British House of 
Commons from behind the Speaker’s 
chair, and, supported on each side, 
made his feeble way to the Clerk’s 
table to take the Parliamentary oath, 
it must have occurred to many of the 
silent and awed spectators of this dra-

matic scene that the great gladiator | b= 


of the past was taking his last look at 
the arena in which for 80 many years | 
he had been the doughtiest fighter. | 

Just sixteen years earlier a_ still 
greater statesman had said farewell 
to the Chamber, of which he had for 
more than sixty years been such a | 
distinguished ornament. Mr. Glad- 
stone had made his last speech, in a | 
voice as ringing and with a passion | 
as intense as in the days of his youth, 
The Speaker had left the chair; and | 


out of the House for the last time, 
he stood for a moment beneath the 
Speaker’s chair, gave one swift, com- 
prehensive glance of those eagle eyes 
of his around the scene of so many 
ast triumphs, and then, squaring 
is shoulders, strode grimly and reso- 
lutely out of the Chamber. 

Thirteen years earlier Gladstone’s 

at rival, Disraeli, made his last | 

w on the political stage in the 
House of Lords, at the close of a 
speech against the evacuation of Can- 
dahar by British troops, Broken man 
as he was, there was no trace of weak- | 
ness or faltering in this farewell ef- 
fort of oratory. There was much of 
the old fire and the picturesque elo- 
qneoce of his prime. “The key of In- 

ia is in London,” he concluded. 
“The majesty of Sovereignty, the | 
spirit and vigor of your Parliaments, 
the inexhaustible resources of a free, 
an ingenious, and a determined peo- 
ple—these are the keys of India.” And 
as the old statesman resumed his 
seat, the peers burst into one of those 
rare rounds of applause which showed 
that they had been strangely moved. 
Six weeks later the great voice was 
stilled in death. 

The farewell words of the “great 
Earl of Derby,’’ in the House of Lords 
on June 17, 1869, were among the most 
eloquent and impressive the ‘‘Rupert 
of Debate’ ever delivered. “My 
lords,” he said, in his peroration, ‘TI 
am now an old man, and, like many 
of your lordships, I have now passed 
the three-score years and ten. My 
official life is entirely closed, my poli- 
tical life is nearly so, and in the 
course of nature my natural life can- 


not now be long.” In the following 
October the curtain had been rung 
down on the last scene of all. 
Palmerston’s farewell speech was 
delivered on May 23, 1865, in the: six- 
teenth Parliament in which he had 
sat. Ii was a speech of considerable 
humor, ingenuity, and raillery on the 
leakage of Cabinet secrets; and prob- 
ably none who enjoyed the Grand Old 
Man’s delicate humor (he was so at 
that time), full of the effervescence 
of youth, dreamed that the House 
would never hear his voice again. 
Cobden’s last words in the Com-!} 
mons, delivered on July 22, 1864, were 
an eloquent condemnation of the ex- 
tension of Government manufactures, 
and concluded thus: ‘Our fortunes as 
a Government and nation are indis- 
solubly united, and we will rise. or 
fall, flourish or fade together, accord- 
ing to the efergy, enterprise and abil- 
ity of the great body of the manufac- 
turing and industrious community.” 
When Peel rose to speak in the 
Commons at one o’clock on Saturday 
morning, June 28, 1850, those who lis- 
tened to his eloquent condemnation 
of Palmerston’s foreign policy would 
have been horrified if they had known 
that the stately presence would be 
merged in death within four days. 
After the speech Peel went for his 
usual ride in Hyde Park; on Consti- 
tution Hill he was thrown violently 
from his horse, and on the following 
Tuesday night he drew his last 
breath. 
Spencer Perceval’s farewell speech 
was made three days before he was 
brutally murdered, in the Lobb’ 


ham; and O’Connell’s was “a 
formance in dumb show; a feeble old 
man muttering before a table’’—a piti- | 
ful travesty of the giant whose superb 
eloquence and rollicking humor at 
in past years, made the Commons 
shake with applause or rock with 
laughter. ; 

But no statesman has made such a 
dramatic and tragie last appearance 
in Parliament as that of the great 
Earl of Chatham, who was carried to 
the House of Lords from his death- 


bed, haggard and emaciated, and 
wrapped in flannels. As he spoke, he 
leant heavily on his crutch, “I am an 


old man,” he said, feebly and pant- 
ingly. “I have one foot—more than 
one foot in the grave. I have risen 
from my bed to stand up in the cause 
of my country, perhaps never again 
to speak in this House.” 

After a few more painful disjointed 
words he fell back on his seat, appar- 
ently dying, and was carried out of 
the chamber.

Synopsis of Canadian North 
West Land Regulations 


AXY person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 1S years old 
may homestead a quarter section of ayail 
able Dominion land in Manitoba Sask: 
atchewan or Alberta. The applicant must 
appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy may be made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by fathe 
mother, son, daughter, brother or sister o) 
intending homesteader, 

Duties.—Stx months residence upon ana 
cultivation of land in each of three years 
A homesteader may live within nine miles 
of his homestead on a farm of at least 40 
acres soly owned and occupied by him or 
by his father mother, son, daughter, bro 
ther or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader i, 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead, Pricc 
3.00 per acre,, 

Duties—Must reside upon the homestead 
or pre-emption six months in each of six 
years from date of homestead entry (iu 
cluding the time requred to earn home 
homestead patent) and cultivate fifty 
acres extra, 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may enter for a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts.“ Price 3.00 per 
acre, Duties—Must reside six months in 
each of three years, cultivate 50 acres and 
erect a house worth $300,00
